At Franklin 
Northwestern 
Train Crushes 
Youth's Auto 
Donald Shaw, 19-year-old 


Amboy farm youth, was killed 
instantly this afternoon when 
the car he was driving was 
struck by the Chicago and 
NorthWestern's City of Los 
Angeles at a Franklin Grove 
railroad crossing. 


The steam-driven locomo- 


tive struck young Shaw's car 
at the westerly crossing in 
Franklin Grove. Engineer A. 
B. 'Larke said that the train 
was traveling about 65 miles 
an hour and fixed the time of 
the crash at 12:10 p. m. 


There are no warning signals at 


the crossing but Engineer Larke 
said that the locomotive's whistle 
was sounded at frequent intervals 
approaching the intersection. 


Find Body 


Young Shaw's body was found 


in the driver's seat of the badly 
battered 1947 Chevrolet which was 
carried 200 feet by the locomotive. 
Shaw was headed north over the 
crossing. 


The train was eastbound on the 


north tracks. The wreckage finally 
became disengaged and came to 
rest on the south tracks. The train 
came to a halt about three blocks 
beyond that point. 


Locomotive Damaged 


After a brief investigation, the

DENVER—(AP)—Authorities today sifted through the charred 


remains of a B-29 bomber, seeking to determine what caused the giant 
plane to smash into an exclusive residential area, killing eight crew- 
men and injuring six. One civilian was injured. 


> Lowry air force base personnel 
worked throughout the night clean- 
ing up debris left when the four- 
engined craft, limping in for a 
landing y e s t e r d a y , smashed 
through five homes like a giant 
plow and exploded with a "big 
whoosh." 


"It was hell around here for a 


while," said Sol L. Gertz, whose 
home was completely demolished. 
Thank God my wife is safe—that's, 
all I'm interested in." 


No Civilians Killed 


Miraculously, no civilians were 


killed. A maid m one of the dam- 
aged homes, Mrs. Murphy Tinsley, 
58, was hospitalized with face 
burns, a hip injury and a possible 
fractured arm. 


The big plane, returning to 


Lowry from a gunnery training 
mission after the failure of one 
of its engines, skipped across the 
top of one home, tearing a gaping 
hole in the roof, bounced into a 
second and then smashed full force 
into a third. 


Flaming gas and wreckage waa 


thrown hundreds of feet. It fired 
two other homes. 


Didn't Realize Danger 


"I thought we were going to 


make it," Flight Engineer Sgt. 
William A. Zippel, 29, of Baudette, 
Minn., said from a hospital bed. 
His condition was described as 
good. 


"I thought we were coming in 


in good shape. I didn't realize we 
were in any danger. The next 
thing I knew the crash came." 


Residents of the damaged homes 


—which included nearly a dozen 
children—were either away from 
home or escaped from their houses 
as the debris burst into flames. 


Col. John T. Sprague, command- 


ing officer of the air base, said 
one propeller of the plane was 
"feathered," indicating the engine 
was not working. "But that would 
not have raused the crash," he 
said, adding "something else must 
have happened."

To Scores Injured 
MANILA—(AP) — Hibok 


Hibok volcano in the central 
Philippines 
erupted today, 


killed at least 141 villagers. 


Rescue workers, clawing 


frantically in smoking ashes 
which covered half a dozen 
settlements, expressed fear 
the casualty toll would reach 
several hundred. 


The Red Cross reported the 


toll and said the figure was 
growing hourly. 


Scores of Filipinos burned by 


red hot ash or streams of lava 
were treated at makeshift hospi- 
tals set up on Camiguin island. 


Still Smoking 


The volcano blew its top like 


an atomic explosion. 
It spread 


a layer of thick ash over half a 
dozen Sitios, crossroads clusters of 


'immediate farm houses. It'a still smoking. 


The Philippines weather bureau 


seismologist said about four square 
miles on Camiguin island waa cov- 
ered by red hot ashes. 


The seismologist reported the 


ashes and noxious fumes limited 
rescuers to working on the outer 
fringes of the volcano's deetruc- 
tion.

of Mrs. Edwards; Mrs. Mary Bas- 
tar, a widow, the mother of Mrs. 
Edwards, also of Berwyn; and 
Frank T. Jordan, Chicago attor- 
ney, one of three executors of the 
estate. 


Name Defendant* 


Named defendants are the other 


two trustees and executors of the 
will, Mrs. Anna M. Moore and 
Mrs. Ruth L. Merrick, both of 
Dixon. 


Mrs. Edwards, who died several 


months ago, left an estate of about 
$100,000. Heirs include Mrs. Ko- 
Ulik and her aons, and MM, Bu- 


tar. 
Several chanties also were 


given bequests. 


Sullivan said the plantiffs are 


•not asking that the will be set 
aside, or asserting that anything 
improper has been done. 


Bulk to Nephews 


"The will leaves the bulk of the 


estate to the two nephews," Sulli- 
van said, "but we question the 
legal aspects of the will because 
we believe that under its terms the 
trusteeship of the estate could be 
continued indefinitely. It is en- 
tirely within reason that, under 
language of the will, the estate 
never would be liquidated. 


"We are asking tlie court for in- 


struction and directions as to what 
is meant by this portion of the 
will." 


Sullivan said the will provides 


that the two nephews get $5,000 
at five year periods from the time 
they reach the age of 35 years. 


No date has been tet for a hear- 
ing.

showed that there had been a 55

In spraying he ran out of 
solution and six rows going part 
way through the field were not 
covered. Almost all weeds were 
killed in the field except on the 
part where Clarence ran out of the 
2-4 D solution. Driving along the 
blacktop on the north side of hi 
farm you can see a solid mass of 
the weeds, showing red this fall 
and the part skipped. He figures it 
costt SI per acre to do this spray- 
ing job.

ton weeds were effectively con-. 
trolled. 


Spraying when corn is this 


young is less likely to damage 
it. Any corn which is sprayed 
should not be cultivated for a 
few days after spraying because 
it is brittle for some'time and 
will break very easily. 


Last spring Floyd Delhotal of 


Viola township had some extra 33 
per cent ammonium nitrate fer- 
tilizer left over from applying on 
a second year corn field. He de- 
cided to put it across a field of 
corn where he had just plowed 
down a large woody growth of 
sweet clover from the year before.

'(The following is a condensation of a sermon delivered by the Rev. 
Kenneth W. Sollitt, pastor of the First Baptist church of Mendota. 


We are a freedom-loving people. At least we think we are. Yet 


we have less freedom than we ever had in our history. Why? 


, Our forefathers acted upon the belief, as Samuel Webster put it 


in 1776: "The true design of civil government is to protect men in the 
enjoyment of liberty." -For 175 .years we have focused our attention 
'so much on "the enjoyment of liberty" that we have been perfectly 
willing to pass all kinds of legislation limiting the other fellow's liberty 
for our benefit. We spend more than any nation in the world-to pass 
laws, and-more than any nation to break the laws we have passed, 
because somehow we like to think of those laws as having been made 
for the other fellow.

The melting pot that was America has become a pressure cooker. 


•"Government of the people, by the people, for the people" has become 
government of the people by pressure groups for the benefit of minori- 
ties. "Give me liberty or give me death" has been shortened to just 
. plain "Give me." We have not seen that government cannot give us 
what it does not take from us, that a government strong enough to 
give us everything we want is a government strong enough to take 
from us everything we have, and that' in the process of taking away 
and giving back we have built up a vast expensive bureaucracy which 
threatens to wreck our national economy.

I was once in a small hotel in Vermont when one-of the guests, a 


foreigner unfamiliar with American ways, brought the proprietress of 
the inn a beautiful bouquet The proprietress was' delighted beyond 
words—until she discovered that her gallant guest had picked the 
flowers in a garden back of the inn. Whenever government hands you 
a bouquet;;yott,ean be pertectty'sure it was picked out of your garden. 
- Bat we go right on accepting bouquets in the vain hope that some day 
we will gather 'flowers that somebody else planted and brought to 
bloom. 


America has a bad case of "me-firat-itis;" We have wanted iree- 


fdom aa we have wanted everything else, for ourselves. We have wanted 
s freedom but not freedom under God. We have forgotten that "Our 
fathers' God" is the "author of liberty." Freedom under God is the 
AUly real freedom there is. Under it there are four principles which 
•we need to know and understand. ,

First; freedom is never liberty "to do as we please; it is only the 


.right to dc> as We ougfit We are: all familiar with the story of the 
Good Samaritan. One of the characters in. that story interpreted free- 
dom thus; He looked upon a man who had something he wanted and 
said: "What he has is mine and I am free to take it." This is the 
philosophy of thieves; lobbyists, seekers after special privilege, and all 
who think that the world owes them a living. The priest and the 
Levite passed by and interpreted freedom in these terms: "What I 
have is mine and I am free to keep it" 
This is the philosophy of all 


•elfish souls. But the Samaritan came by, saying in his heart, "What 
I have is God's and I am free to share it" Each man interpreted free- 
dom differently, but only he who did what he knew he ought was 
really free.

Of course, the Samaritan was old fashioned. By today's standards 


he should have let the man die by the Bide of the road while he tele- 
graphed to Washington for federal aid. He should have written to his 
congressman -in Jerusalem; "Our district is badly in need of a 'Good 
Samaritan hospital' to be built along the road between Jerusalem and 
Jericho. I suggest that it be financed by a special tax on thieves, 
priests and Levites. On second thought, you'd better exempt the priests 
for obvious political reasons." 


In the course of tone, the congressman might get him the hospi- 
-plus an expensive BHBE, government shorthand for "Bureau of 
tal- 
Hospital Building and Equipment"—plus socialized medicine—plus new 
and bigger tax bills each year, taxes which the thief would not pay, 
from which the priest would be exempt out of which the Levite would 
crawl through some legal loophole, leaving the full burden on the 
shoulders of the Samaritan and stockholders of the Good Samaritan 
Oil Co. of Jericho. Then nobody would be free, even to do what he 
ought, for the only person free to do what he ought would be impov- 
erished by excessive taxation. Only the congressman would benefit. 
He would be reelected by a grateful constituency for giving them a 
"free" hospital.

That is our situation today. We have passed laws and set up 


bureaus until we are no longer free to do what we ought For exam, 
pie, we ought to make money in our business. But for a business to 
make money today amid all the tinkering with our economic system 
that is going on is .not easy. We ought to provide'for our old age so 
we will not need to be a burden to society. But who can save these 
days? In fact, if \ve want to be free men and women, we ought to 
control our financial destiny instead of placing it in the hands of noli- 
ticians after being business failures. 


Second, all rights imply corresponding responsibilities. The right 


of a city to have a pure water supply implies the responsibility of citi- 
zens not to drown cats in the reservoir. The right of police protection 
is dependent upon keeping the police incorruptible. If you can bribe 
them, so can those who would do you harm. The right of good gov- 
ernment is dependent upon the responsibility of good citizens at the 
polls, for bad officials are always elected by good voters who do not 
vote. 


Third, if we will not assume the responsibilities of freedom, we 


shall be deprived of the privileges of freedom. If we will not assume 
the responsibilities of self-government, there are always those who 
will govern us for their own ends.

Fourth, our only real freedom lies in our ability to choose our own 


masters. If we say we have no master, someone must inevitably mas- 
ter us. That is the lot of thieves and anarchists. If we say that we 
wiii have no master but our own selfish interests, we become the slaves 
of our own selfishness, like the priest and the Levite. If in our selfish- 
ness we go so far as to demand of the state that it solve all our prob- 
lems, make all our decisions, provide us cradle-to-the-grave security 
and be a god to us, then we have chosen for ourselves complete and 
•abject slavery. 


Today, as America stands at the crossroads, there are but two 


ways for us to go. We can go on making a god of government or we 
can return to the government of God. One road leads to the slavery 
which has always been the lot of those who have chosen collectivism in 
any of its forms—communism, socialism, the welfare state are all cut 
after the same pattern. The other road leads to the only freedom 
that there is. 


"Blest is the nation whose God is the Lord," for "where the spirit 


of the Lord ia, there is liberty." But "choose ye this day whom ye will 
lerve... As for me and my. house, we will serve the Lord,"

Parliament Usually Favors the Party in Controversy 


Over Bights of the People

LONDON—Lord Hewart, the lafte Lord Chief Justice of Eng- 


land, an office corresponding to that of Chief Justice of the United 
tates, wrote a book entitled "the new despotism" which challenged 
as long ago as 1929 the lazy, cynical negligence of Parliament in 
assing skeleton laws and authorized the executive bureaucracy to 
improvize regulations having the force of law. In 


any cases the doors of the courts of law were 
ammed against the citizen. This faithless habit ' 


I the British Parliament was not checked by this 
rigorous challenge by one of the great constitu- 
ional minds of the nation. On the contrary, Par- 
liament became more «nd more the legislative „ 
agency of the party inlpower with less and less I 
espect for tHe ancient'•fundamental rights of the'j 
eople. In *ny clash between the party's program 


and the people's rights, -the program is likely -to 


There is an interesting difference between Parliament and our 


-ongress. 
Parliament and, apparently, the British people, too, 


frankly put party above the people and above Parliament. In our 
ountry congressmen usually represent the people of their districts. 
ongressmen often disobey party discipline for that reason. 


Lord Hewart led off with the example of a taxation law of 1925 


rhich consisted of 90 pages but contained a proviso that if any dif- 
culty arose the executive authority could "remove the difficulty" 
ry executive order. We had a classical parallel in Judge Ferdinand 
•ecora's court in New York some years ago when the Constitution of 
the Musicians' union was introduced in evidence. Judge Pecora ob- 
served that the first article authorized President Jimmy Petrillo to 
evise the constitution at will to remove 'any difficulty that beset 
lim. Judge Pecora tossed the book back across the bench with 
the comment that "that thing" was no constitution. 


Lord Hewart discovered a whole 


mass of bad laws and many oth- 
rs have been passed by Parlia- 
ment in the 33 years since his 


rotest was published. 
Mean- 


while, also, our 
own Congress 


grew lazy and gave way to the 
onfusions kicked up by Franklin 
>. Roosevelt's contemptuous con- 


spirators, whose legislative motto 
was expressed by Harry Hopkins 


fhen he said the people were too 
lumb to kno\v. The NRA was 
»ure Fascism, but when it was 
mocked out in the sick chicken 
case, Roosevelt just said it had 


ecome a headache with all its 
omplexities. If it had not gotten 
ut of hand, its Fascist "controls" 
rould have suited him perfectly 
jecause he liked to govern by 
authority." 
No Democrat from 


Vilson to Truman has been wili- 
ng to try to govern by law. Wil- 
on, Roosevelt, and Truman al- 
ways created "emergencies" to 
ustify authoritarian methods. 


Lord Hewart said the apologists 
or such government called it "ad- 
ministrative law," which is, inci- 


entally, Felix Frankfurter's spe- 
ialty. He wrote that "adminis- 
rative law" was not law at all, 
ut "administrative lawlessness." 
Jid, in deputizing such powers to 


the bureaucracy. Parliament had 
actually surrendered its own pow- 
rs to the executives and put the 
xecutives and their conduct be- 
ond the jurisdiction of the courts. 
"Much toil, and not a little 
lood, have been spent in bringing 
lowly into being a polity wherein 


the people make their laws and

he wrote. "If that edifice 


s to be overthrown, let the over- 
throw be accomplished openly."

In discussion with Englishmen 
have been tempted to point out 


that the political party, in power 


in Britain appears to be the real 
sovereign, above Parliament, peo- 
ple and king. .1 am encouraged 
by Lord Hewart's observation that 
once a mischief has been done by 
some 
unwise 
enactment 
"the 


whole force of the parliamentary 
majority tends to be directed not 
so much to undoing it as to pre- 
venting a defeat" of the ruling 
party in a test vote. In that case, 
the members of the majority are 
urged to vote to uphold the error 
because it was the party's mis- 
take. 


These criticisms of the .mother 


of Parliaments hit with almost 
equal accuracy the unfaithful con- 
duct of our Congress. Roosevelt 
dictated much law without regard 
for the Constitution which 'he 
openly held in contempt. 
The 


Wagner act, which Truman tried 
to maintain, contained all the vi- 
cious qualities which Lord Hew- 
art exposed in many similar Brit- 
ish laws. 
Employers were pre- 


sumed to be guilty and were tried 
before kangaroo courts composed 
of union partisans, frankly hostile 
to the defendants. The bureau- 
crats who ran the trials and ad- 
ministered punishments acted as 
prosecutor, judge, and jury. Ap- 
peals to the courts of law were 
practically 
precluded and 
de-

Ford, ftirnder deputy attorney gen- 
eral, testified,today .he "presumed" 
T. Lama* Caudle was "leaking" 
grand ]ury information on an Ala- 
bama tax fraud case to a congress- 
man in 1950. 


That was the reason. Ford said, 


why he arranged for the informa- 
tion to "by-pass" Caudle's office 
even though Caudle was assistant 
attorney general in charge of tax 
fraud cases. 


Under questioning, Ford said he 


was certain he talked with Attor- 
ney General J. Howard McGrath 
about the matter and told him 
whaty he had done. He was not 
asked what was McGrath's reac- 
tion. 


Legislator Not Named 


Ford did not immediately name 


the congressman. However, he was 
called before a house investigating 
committee for follow up testimony 
to the story related by John Mft~ 
chell, a Justice department prosi-j 
cutor, yesterday. 
Mitchell said! 


that Caudle and Rep. Frank Boy- 
kin (D-Ala) took an "unusual" in- 
terest in the case of the Gulf Coast 
Tobacco Co., Mobile, accused of 
understating 1942-44 income by 
several hundred thousand dollars. 


Resigned in Fall 


Ford resigned as deputy attor- 


ney general last September and is 
now in private law practice, in 
Washington. 


President Truman forced Cau- 


dle's resignation last month with 
the explanation that Caudle's "out- 
side activities" were incompatible 
•with his official duties. 


Gulf Coast Tobacco company 


was a partnership. In the wind- 
up of the case, two partners— 
Joseph Mitchell and Samuel Ripps

Minus Stamps 


WASHINGTON —(AP)— The 


Internal Revenue Bureau promised 
a report today on what sort of 
luck it had in peddling occupation- 
al stamps to gamblers. 


At the same time, officials indi- 


cated, the bureau will announce 
plans to crack down on .book- 
makers, punch board operators, 
numbers writers and other profes- 
sional gamblers who haven't both- 
ered to register. 


2,575 Buy Stamp* 


An unofficial tabulation by the 


Associated Press indicated that at 
least 2,575 gamblers had applied 
for the new federal gambling: tax 
stamp by the Dec. 1 deadline. 
Under the laws of most states, 
their operations are illegal. 


hTe Internal Revenue Bureau ia 


required to keep a public roster of 
those who obtain stamps. Yester- 
day officials decided to go .a step 
further and turn over to local po- 
lice officers complete copies of all 
applications. 


Applications tare supposed to in- 


clude the names of all officers and 
partners in the gambling business, 
all agents and runners, all places 
of business, and other information. 


Confront Dilemma 


The new provision of the tax law 


confronted gamblers with this di- 
lemma: Federal agents would be 
after them if they refused to buy 
the occupational tax stamps; local 
police' would be after them if they 
did register.' 


The stamp is only a tax—not a 


license or permit to operate a gam- 
bling business. Besides requiring 
gamblers to buy it, the tax law 
levies on them a 10 per cent tax 
on their gross income, not just 
their profits. The first installment, 
on November income, is due Dec. 
31. 


AMEND SUIT

way today into a noisy and de- 
structive uprising* by students at 
Virginia Military Institute/ 


Before the Sunday night-Mon- 


day morning affair was over, the 
historic "West Point of the South" 
saw windows and lights shattered, 
fuiuiture burned, 
properly

stroyed and some rooms flooded 
with water. 


The cadets—wearied by the 40 


minutes of "protesting"—went to 
classes early yesterda with only 
about two hours sleep after a five- 
mile, three-hour 
hike to "cool 


them off" and discipline them. 


Some Disagreement 


There was some disagreement 


among VMI officials as to what 
provoked the sudden protest. But 
thehe was little disagreement that 
tht. affair, got out of hand for 
more than half an hour. 


A spokesman said 
these had 


been some recent "resentment by 
cadets" to a "general tightening 
up" of VMI regulations. He ad- 
ded: 


"The disorder presumably was 


in protest of this tightening up. 
It is presumed that it was precipi- 
tated in protest over enforcement 
of a regulation concerning the 
time cadets were required to re- 
turn to barracks on the night of 
a dance held the preceding week- 
end." 


Protest Bad Checks 


But cadets,themselves said the 


uprising came as the result of the 
strict "bed checks" by one officer. 
They said they waited until the 
officer, not identified, again was 
officer of the day. 


That turn came Sunday night. 


Cadets estimate 75, per cent of 
the 900 students participated in 
the protest. School officials plac- 
ed the total ta about 200 students. 
Here are a few of the things that 
happened. 


100 Windows ttroken 


Some 100 windows were broken, 


a fire was built against the door 
of the tactical 
officers' 
head- 


quarters; furniture was removed 
from the officer of. the day's of- 
ice and part of it was burned. 


Water taps were turned on in 


many rooms and water poured 
across the floor and into the court- 
yard;, wiring was ripped out of 
the loudspeaker system; a fire 
was built in the guardhouse; ceil- 
ing lights were broken and bulle- 
tin boards were damaged,

A Happy Ending 


Yesterday the 56-year-old Hardy 


stepped^ out of Detroit's recorder's 
court a free man. That was the 
Sappy ending to a story full of dis- 
couragement and disappointment. 


For the beginning,.you go back 


to the day in 1924 when Louis 
Lambert, operator of a prohibition 
era speak-easy, was shot to death 
as he left a bank. 


Hardy swears he never saw 


Lambert, but a witness identified 
him as one of four men who alleg- 
edly participated in the killing. He 


was convicted and sentenced to life 
in pnson. 


Then his sister, now 53, began 


her long battle for his freedom. 
Partly through a magazine story, 
his case came to the attention of 
Detroit and state police investiga- 
tors and Recorder's Judge Joseph 
A. Gillis. New evidence was found. 


Granted New Trial 


Hardy was granted a new trial, 


and Judge Gillis directed a verdict 
of acquittal, saying he was con- 
vinced of Hardy's innocence. 


"I'm very, very happy," the ex- 


convict said quietly when he learn- 
ed he was free, "but this comes as 
no surprise. I'm innocent and al- 
ways have been." 


There is no bitterness in Hardy's 


attitude now. He figures he was 
"just another victim of the rough, 
tough prohibition time," and adds: 


"Things have changed now. I've 


already forgiven and forgotten."

AP Writer Allowed 
To Stay in Egypt 


CAIRO, EGYPT —(AP)— The 


Egyptian government ruled last 
night that Associated Press Corre- 
spondent Fred Zusy may continue 
his work in Egypt, revoking its 
earlier decision to oust him. 


Dr. Abdel Basit Al Haggagi, di- 


rector of the interior ministry's 
press department, telephoned the 
decision to Zusy. 


An order to reinstate his resi- 


dence permit was signed by In- 
terior Minister Fouad Serag El Din 
Pasha. 


No 
official 
explanation 
was 


given in Cairo for the decision to 
expel him nor the reversal of that 


decision. The latter action, how- 
ever, followed a telephone call to 
Serag El Din from Egypt's ambas- 
sador in Washington, Kamil Abdul 
Rahim Bey. 


U.S. Ambassador Jefferson Caf- 


fery had protested the incident as 
a "most unfortunate consequence." 


Cairo press reports had accused 


Zusy of "bad faith" and of sending 
pro-British dispatches. 


In Washington, the Egyptian 


ambassador 
said 
the expulsion 


order "had nothing to do with the 
news and reports" Zusy had been 
sending. 


Instead, he said, Zusy had broken 


an Egyptian law requiring films 
to be submitted to the ministry of
